Sierra Madre City Council members voted 
four to one not to hand Western Waste Indus¬ 
tries the 4.5 percent raise they have reiiiiesied this 
year. The council allowed the compai .xclusivity 
in Sierra Madre and agreed that the scout service 
should be granted the 30 percent raise. They re¬ 
fused to give Western Waste an extra year on the 
contract, holding it to four years only. 

Mayor Clem Bartolai said. “I don’t leel we’re 
a slot machine, pumping the handle and dumping 
out a rate increase.” This is the first year in 
many years that a Sierra Madre council has dis¬ 
allowed a rate increase for the company. 

Councilman George Maurer said he had no

Councilwoman Lisa Fowler was the only dis¬ 
senting vote. 

Laurie Cooper gave a brief synopsis of the Sierra

by three times . . . Reduce waste rather than paying 
for it,” she urged the council and the community.

W* applaud the Sierra Madre City 
Council for taking a hard line against 
handing Western Waste Industries, the 
city’s trash haulers, another juicy raise 
this year. This is the first time in several 
years that the company has not received a 
cost augmentation from a Sierra Madre 
council. The company asked 4.5 percent 
more. 

Not only did the council deny the raise 
but the governing body gave the company 
a four-year contract, opting not to extend 
the contract for one more year, to another 
five-year contract. 

They allowed the increase for scout 
assistance — taking small trash trucks to 
hard-to-reach areas which make up about 
1 percent of Sierra Madre clients. Al¬ 
though the boost of 30 percent this year 
seems excessive, scout clients still get a 
real cost break.

one central point to find a list of names, ad¬ 
dresses and phone numbers for downtown pro¬ 
perty owners and businesses. You would also 
probably think that list would be in some kind 
of reproducible form. 

Silly me. So much for logic. Suffice to say, 
after Bill spent three weeks extracting informa¬ 
tion from available records we found that if we 
want an accurate inventory of downtown pro¬ 
perty owners and businesses with basic contact

information, our last step to complete the pro¬ 
ject would be going door-to-door. 

Main Street is fortunate to have a 
volunteer with Bill’s extensive property 
development backround. He understands 
assessor records, land parcel maps and all those 
other official records whose abbreviations and 
engineering codes drive me crazy. 

Our “Geo-Base Site Survey’’ — as it is of¬ 
ficially labeled — has been kept brief. While the 
effort will provide Main Street with an im¬ 
mediate mailing list, the date can also serve as 
input to a computer application planned for 
future implementation by the city.

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Ice cream shop enjoys 
quick success, fame 


It’s not every day that 
an ice cream shop is 
named after a 3-year- 
old, but Lena Al-Rayess 
has that distinction. She 
is the daughter of the co- 
owner, Mahmoud 
Rayess, and niece of 
Fawaz Rayess, the other 
owner of Lena’s Ice 
Cream & Pastries shop at 
41 N. Baldwin in Sierra 
Madre.

Haque receives word 
that many relatives 
survive fieiy crash 

Word was received by former Sierra Madre 
businessman, Irshad Ul-Haque, San Marino, that 
his second cousin, Zia Ul-Haq, president of Pakistan, 
had been killed in a plane crash last Wednesday 
with the U.S. Ambassador Arnold L. Raphel and 
several other Pakistani generals. The plane carrying 
the dignitaries exploded in midair moments after 
takeoff from Islamabad, Pakistan. 

The Pakistani general had been in office for 11 
years. 

Those relatives and close friends of the San 
Marinan who were not on the plane include 
S.K. Mamud, home secretary, a close personal 
friend and USC graduate; General Wahid Malik, 
Haque’s first cousin and personal advisor to Presi¬ 
dent Haq, General Mujibur Rahman, a relative and 
advisor to the president as head of the tourist 
bureau. General Mohamed Arif, Chief of Staff of 
the Armed Forces and relative; General EJaz Azim, 
Ambassador to the U.S., advisor to the president 
and a close friend of Irshad Ul-Haque’s and Arfan 
Gani, nephew of Haque who is deputy secretary. 

The former Sierra Madre businessman agrees 
that cause of the explosion was probably saboutage, 
done “by an outside group trying to get control.” 

Haque told The News that he has very little 
information since the news is controlled. Haque 
also said that Ghulam Ishaq Khan, chairman of 
Pakistan’s national Senate who was installed presi¬ 
dent, had worked closely with Zia Ul-Haq. 

The Haques, who reside in San Marino and have 
their business. Bantam Associates, in Pasadena, 
did not go to Pakistan for the funeral.

Council turns down raise

Council Tuesday evening for the tentative ordinance 
concerning residential sprinklers to abate fires. 

The sprinklers would be installed in all newly 
constructed residential occupancies, i.e., single family 
dwellings, duplexes, triplexes, apartments, condo¬ 
miniums. 

Those that are being renovated over 70 percent 
of their gross square footage would need to install 
the life safety support sprinkler system through¬ 
out the entire occupancy. 

> All single family dwellings, duplexes, triplexes, 
apartments, condominiums where two or more of 
the outside bearing walls are breached and a reno¬ 
vation of 50 percent or more of their gross 
square footage is being accomplished would need 
the sprinkler system installed. 

This ordinance omits retrofitting all Sierra 
Madre residences within a five-year period, the sec¬ 
tion of the ordinance deleted from that proposed 
in 1985. The ordinance does include the need for 
smoke detectors, however, Chief Tracy said. 

“The city is growing. Since Jan. 1, 1988, (Fire 
Marshal) Bill (Kramer) has reviewed 94 plan checks 
in Sierra Madre,” Tracy told the council. Kramer 
said that the latest price breakdown could be gleaned 
from the condominium project being completed just 


east of Howie’s. The cost of the sprinkler system 
was 73 cents per square foot installed, Kramer said. 

Councilwoman Fowler made the motion for City 
Attorney Charles Martin to review the ordinance 
before the next regular council meeting. 

Councilman Maurer made the motion for second 
reading and adoption of Ordinance No. 1045 which 
relates to enforcement and marking of parking and 
revises the bicycle licenses and regulations. Coun¬ 
cilwoman Fowler made the motion for the first 
reading "bf Ordinance No. 1046 which' allows'for 
curfew wiith a code relating to unlawful conduct, ^ 
drinking in public, and for false alarms. 

Sierra Madre City Council members will meet 
for a study session Sept. 20 from 6 to 8 p.m. 
concerning an emergency water supply for Sierra 
Madre. At the last council meeting the council 
announced it has provided the community a free 
Water Conservation Kit which may be picked up at 
city hall from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. at the water depart¬ 
ment. The kit provides a water replacement bag, 
shower flow restrictors and leak detection dye 
tablets. Council members are concerned about water 
waste in Sierra Madre. 

Concerning the city’s water supply, Ralph Rule,

With summer comes 
the fire danger of dry 
grass and brush in moun¬ 
tain areas; one careless 
act is all that is needed 
to start a catastrophic 
fire. 

The California FAIR 
Plan, a nonprofit insur¬ 
ance pool which 
insures properties in 
brush areas, reminds 
campers, residents and 
oa^sers-by to observe the 
*‘No Smoking” restric¬ 
tions in the mountain 
districts. 

The success of pre¬ 
venting devastating 
brush fires this year 
depends on everyone. 

The “fire season” in 
Los Angeles and Ven¬ 
tura counties is the 
longest in the state, 
running as high as 
240 days per year, accord¬ 
ing to the California 
FAIR Plan. In compari¬ 
son, a northern coastal 
county fire season will 
run a maximum of about 
120 days. 


A Sierra Madre land¬ 
mark shop has changed 
hands.

It’s 
difficult to say 
good-bye to something 
that dear to your heart, 
she explains. She will 
assist Sheets with the fall 
and winter buying at 
Sheets’ request. 

In the' meantime, 
McCreight and her 
husband will divide their 
time between their vaca¬ 
tion place in Oregon 
and their home in Sierra 
Madre.

Rudolph R. Hartman 

Funeral services for 
Rudolph R. Hartman, 
long-time Sierra Madrean 
who died Monday at II 
a.m., are schedule'* for 
Saturday, Aug. 27, at 
Sierra Madre Congre¬ 
gational Church. He 
would have been 93 Oct. 
25. 

There will be a Masonic 
and Christian Service at 
Sierra Madre cemetery 
also. 

He had been in the 
Sierra Madre Skilled 
Nursing Facility here for 
six months following a 
stroke in September, 1986. 
After that time he had 
spent much time at the 
beach with his son, Bud, 
and wife, Chris, and at 
his home in Sierra Madre. 

Recently, congestive 
heart and kidney failure 
had set in and he was 
taken to Hogue Presby¬ 
terian Hospital in Newport 
Beach Aug. 11. From tliere 
he went to a convalescent 

center, also in Newport 
Beach, Aug. 18, where 
he died Aug. 22. 

He was born in Michi¬ 
gan in 1895. He actually 
spent most of his young 
years in Muskegon, Mich, 
where his father owned 
a drugstore in partner¬ 
ship with Mr. Hartman’s 
uncle. 

The family came to 


San Francisco in 
1906, the year of the 
earthquake, then went to 
Santa Monica. They 
went back to Michigan, 
and after suffering “Cali¬ 
fornia fever,” returned 
to the western state. 

Mr. Hartman gradu¬ 
ated from University of 
Southern California in 
1916- He was mar¬ 
ried to Myrtle Pres¬ 
ton May 24, 1917 

at the Old North Church 
in Sierra Madre. They 
celebrated their 60th 
wedding anniversary in 
1977 and Mrs. Hartman 
died two years later. 

There were two child¬ 
ren born: Rudolph R. 
Hartman Jr., now de¬ 
ceased, and Robert C. 
(Bud) Hartman, New¬ 
port Beach. Two grand¬ 
children, Robert C. Hart¬ 
man Jr. and Sandra D. 
Hartman also survive. 

Mr. Hartman loved to 
tell Sierra Madreans that 
he arrived here on Cinco 
de Mayo in 1910. His 
father took over the 
management of Hart 
man Pharmacy on May 
10, 1910. 

Although Rudy Hart¬ 
man was a gr.'iduate en¬ 
gineer (from USC), he 
took a five-year appren¬ 
ticeship in pharmacy 
and immediately began 
assisting his father. 


He took over the 
pharmacy from his fa¬ 
ther in 1937; however, 
he had many hobbies 
from photography to 
movie-making to flying 
gliders. He also played 
the clarinet in the USC 
Orchestra. 

Mr. Hartman was 
president of the school 
board for 12 years. Dur¬ 
ing the year 1932, he was 
president of the board, 
master of the local 
Masonic Lodge and 
president of the Cali¬ 
fornia Arizona Rexali 
(Tlub. He was the oldest 
living past master of 
MasoiiK Lodge and 
was the oldest member 
of Sierra Madre Congre¬ 
gational Church. He used 
to joke that he had 
worked in all the offices 
of the church except 
clerk, deaconess and 
pastor. 

He retired as chair¬ 
man of the advisory 
board of Lloyd’s Bank 
(now Sanwa) in Sierra 
Madre, has been Citi¬ 
zen of the Year, but 
seemed to be most proud 
that he was voted 1984 
Ground Hog King, 
when Gertrude Gerke was 
chosen Ground Hog 
Queen. He also had his 

50-year pin from Sierra 

Madre Kiwanis Club. 

He sold the pharmacy 


in 1985 to Superior 
Drug Store, Best Buy 
Drugs, and they have 
kept the clock, con¬ 
structed by Mr. Hartman, 
which contains many of 
the chemical elements. 

Mr. Hartman was 
known for his assistance 
in the scientific field to 
many young people. He 
enjoyed working with 
them on science pro¬ 
jects. Many Sierra Madre 
adults got their start 
as delivery people 
for Hartman Pharmacy. 

When he was roasted 
by friends nearly 
three years ago at the 
age of 90, they said 
such things as “Mr. Hart¬ 
man always liked kids.” 
“We had to borrow his 
pharmacy scales to 
balance the pistons for 
our hot rod engines.” 
“I’ve known him since 
I was born.” “He 
brought medicine to my 
sick children in the 
middle of the night.” 
“He trusted me when I 
was down and out.” 

Rudy Hartman will 
also be remembered for 
playing the chimes on 
the organ at Congre¬ 
gational Church. 

Mr Hartman will be 
missed by everyone who 
knew him. The News staff 
will be sad not to see 
his friendly smile.
